DOJ revolt over nee for Trump pal 


Agency accused of doing president’s bidding in seeking lighter sentence for Stone.

WASHINGTON - All four 
career prosecutors handling 
the case against Roger Stone, a 
confidant of President Donald 
Trump, asked to withdraw from 
the legal proceedings Tuesday 
—and one quit his job entirely — 


after the Justice Department sig- 
naled that it planned to reduce 
their sentencing recommenda- 
tion for the president’s friend. 
The sudden and dramatic 
moves came after prosecutors 
and their superiors had argued 
for days over the appropriate 
penalty for Stone, and sur- 
faced what some career Justice 
Department employees said is 


more evidence that the histori- 
cally independent law enforce- 
ment institution is being bent to 
Trump’s political will. 
Jonathan Kravis, one of the 
prosecutors, wrote in a court 
filing he had resigned as an 
assistant U.S. attorney, leaving 
the government altogether. 
Three others — Aaron Zelin- 
sky, Adam Jed and Michael 


Marando — asked a judge’s 

permission to leave the case. 
Zelinsky, a former mem- 
ber of special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s team, also indicated 
in a filing that he was leaving 
his special assignment to the 
U.S. Attorney’s Office for the 
District of Columbia, though 
a spokeswoman said he will

Klobuchar surges 
into third place

CONCORD, N.H. - Minnesota 
U.S. Sen. Amy Klobuchar rock- 
eted to a strong finish in New 
Hampshire’s Democratic pri- 
mary Tuesday, revitalizing her 
prospects as the presidential 
contest moves into an intensive 
new phase. 

With 90% of precincts report- 
ing, Klobuchar wasin third place, 
trailing only former South Bend, 
Ind., Mayor Pete Buttigieg and 
Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders, 
who was in first place. 

“We love you, New Hamp- 
shire,’ Klobuchar told cheer- 
ing supporters as the votes were 
tallied, surprising many observ- 
ers. “Hello, America. ’m Amy 
Klobuchar and I will beat Don- 
ald Trump. ... We have beaten 
the odds every step of the way.” 

After languishing most of last 


year in low single digits in early- 
state and national polls, and 
landing in fifth place in Iowa 
despite a heavy investment in 
the state, Klobuchar shot into 
contention over the weekend in 
a show of resilience just ahead 
of a potential make-or-break 
contest. “We redefined the 
word grit,” she said. 

Following a scrappy debate 
performance Friday night, she 
saw her fundraising shoot up 
and crowds balloon as voters 
gave her a second look. 

“That last debate finalized 
it for me. I just like how she 
talks to people and connects; 
she doesn’t go to one extreme 
or the other,” Karen Lewis, 53, 
of Concord, said Tuesday after 
voting for Klobuchar.

Klobuchar in third 
as Democratic race 
begins to winnow.

MANCHESTER, N.H. - Bernie 
Sanders won New Hampshire’s 
presidential primary election 
Tuesday night, narrowly edging 
moderate rival Pete Buttigieg 
and scoring the first clear vic- 
tory in the Democratic Party’s 
chaotic 2020 nomination fight. 

In his win, the 78-year- 
old Sanders, a self-described 
democratic socialist, beat back 
a strong challenge from the 
38-year-old former Midwestern 
mayor — two men representing 
different generations and wings 
of their party. 

“This victory here is the 
beginning of the end for Don- 
ald Trump,” Sanders declared. 

As Sanders, the senator from 
neighboring Vermont, and But- 
tigieg celebrated, an unexpect- 
edly strong performance from 
Sen. Amy Klobuchar of Min- 
nesota gave her a path out of 
New Hampshire as the contest 
moves on to the string of state- 
by-state primary contests that 
lie ahead. Former Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden and Sen. Eliza- 
beth Warren of Massachusetts, 
posted disappointing results 
and were ontrack to finish with 
zero delegates from the state. 

The New Hampshire vote 
made clear that the early days of 
the Democratic contest willbea 
battle largely between two men 
four decades apart in age and 
ideological opposites. Sanders 
is a leading progressive voice, 
calling for substantial govern- 
ment intervention in health 
care and other sectors of the 
economy. Buttigieg has pressed 
for more incremental changes, 
giving Americans the option of 
retaining their private health 
insurance and making a point 
of appealing to Republicans and 
independents who may be dis- 
satisfied with Trump. 

“Thanks to you, a campaign 
that some said shouldn’t be

Serious crimes spike 70% in Mpls. Downtown East

Reported crime is skyrocket- 
ing in Minneapolis Downtown 
East neighborhood, stretching 
police resources and shaking 
many residents’ sense of security. 

Serious crimes such as rob- 
bery, burglary and assault rose 


by 70% last year in the rapidly 
developing neighborhood com- 
pared with recent years, accord- 
ing to a Star Tribune analysis 
of available police data. An 
increase in property crimes 
drove the uptick. 

The area, also known as 
East Town, was part of the 
nearly two-thirds of the city’s 


81 neighborhoods that saw an 
increase in overall crime in 
2019 from the previous four- 
year average. Meanwhile, 30 
neighborhoods — including 
several in north Minneapolis 
— saw crime decline or hold 
steady, the analysis found. 
Using Police Department 
data, the Star Tribune identi- 


fied the neighborhoods that 
posted the highest percentage 
increases in what officials call 
“Part I” crimes, which break 
down into eight categories: 
murder, rape, robbery, aggra- 
vated assault, burglary, larceny, 
auto theft and arson. 

Speaking at a recent public 
hearing, Police Chief Medaria 


Arradondo noted that such 
crimes rose citywide last year. 
Notably, he said, increases in 
domestic violence “still con- 
tinue to drive many of our 
Part I numbers.” 

“As we start into 2020, we’re 
still seeing issues involving gun 
violence,” he said, while noting
